New claim 12 depends from claim 1 1 and recites that the black photo-resist is jetted into 
grooves formed in the substrate opposite to gaps between the R, G, B color filtering layers. 
This feature is also believed to be absent from Atkins, Suzuki, Moshrefzadeh and Nakahara. 

It is therefore Applicants belief that even when taken in combination, the prior art references 
relied upon by the Examiner do not teach or suggest all the limitations of at least claims 1, 3, 4 
1 1 and 12. For at least this reason, a prima facie case of obviousness cannot be established in 
connection with these claims. Furthermore, as it is Applicant's belief that a prima facie case of 
obviousness is not established for claim 1, the Examiner's arguments in regard to the other 
dependent claims are considered moot and are not addressed here. Allowance of claims 1-5 
and 1 1-12 is respectfully requested. 

Conclusion 

The Applicant believes that the application is now in condition for allowance and respectfully 
requests so.
